WASHINGTON — Nonicommissioned officers of the 
Army who were threatened with the loss of a stripe in the

‘Space Available’ Travel Cut

President’s call for a troop build- 
up has made seat space on Mili- 
tary Air Transport Service (MATS) 
flights scarce. 


There are exceptions to the space 
available restriction, but, for the 
most part, military leave-takers 
planning to visit Europe for the 
time being are out of luck. 

Following are the exceptions to 
the restriction. 

Emergency leave travelers can 
still get seats on MATS planes. 
Service people including depend- 
ents who travel to rejoin units or 
sponsors in Europe may also travel 
via space available. 

The suspension also does not 
affect members and dependents as- 
signed to European theater units 
who travel on leave status outside 
that theater. 

However, due to the taxed MATS 
traffic there is no assurance that 
these travelers will find space 
available via MATS for the return 
trip, the message stated. 

Therefore, persons returning to 
the United States via space avail- 
‘able travel are required to have 
‘in their possession enough money 








to defray the cost of return travel 
to Europe via commercial means.

Past Re-uppers Due 
Bigger Cash Bonus 


WASHINGTON — Men who were 
“short-changed” on _ reenlistment 
bonuses as far back as July 1954 
are in for a small windfall. 

Many were paid a smaller re-up 
allowance than the law permits 
when they reenlisted after 90 days 
but before three months were up 
since their last previous dis- 
charge. 

Now such people have until 25 
July 1962 to apply for the larger 
bonus. 

Congress this year passed a law 
changing a Comptroller General 
ruling (which was simply a strict 
interpretation of law) that men 





who put off reenlisting until the 
end of the third month couldn’t 
get the higher bonus if the total 
number of days in the three-month 
period was more than 90. The pe- 
riod from 31 May to 1 September, 
for example, is 92 days and men 
re-upping on 30 or 31 August 
didn’t make the deadline. 

The law is retroactive to include 
all those re-upping on or after 16 
July 1954, who came back in more 
than 90 days but less than three 
months after their previous dis- 
charge.

Persons under the option pro- 
gram before 4 Oct. 1961, the date 
of the change, are not affected.

Officially, the Defense Depart- 
ment is keeping mum on what ac- 
tion has been taken.

Active Army Eye 
Standards Eased 


WASHINGTON — A slight eas- 
ing of physical standards for in- 
duction, enlistment or appoint- 
ment in the active Army went to 
the field this week in a message 
from Department. of the Army. 
These standards apply also to the 
Navy, Air Force and Marine Corps. 

_The new standards all apply to 
vision, 

No longer will color blindness 
of any kind be a bar to military 
service. At present, those who can- 
not distinguish between bright red 
and bright green are physically un- 
acceptable. 

Vision which can be corrected 
to 20-40 is also acceptable. This is 
good enough sight with which to 
read a newspaper under normal 
lighting conditions. 

Army said that a number of 
changes to the physical standards 
regulation are now being studied 
by the Army Surgeon General.

Gravesites, One to a Family

WASHINGTON—A serviceman or veteran can no longer be assigned more than one 
gravesite in Arlington National Cemetery for himself and his eligible dependents. The 
new policy, announced by Defense Department, became effective this week. 


The Army expects to apply the: 
single-gravesite policy to other na- 
tional cemeteries as space becomes 
limited there too. 

Existing regulations have per- 
mitted the assignment of twe 

ravesites for the burial of a serv- 

e member, his spouse, and his 
other eligible dependents. 

Since World War II, the num- 
ber of persons legally eligible for 
burial in national cemeteries has 
greatly imereased, the Army said. 
The one gravesite policy per 
family will prolong the active life 
ef Arlington Cemetery: fer five 
years. 

During recent years, the single 
gravesite policy has been available 
in certain parts of Arlington 
Cemetery. The cemetery staff has 
encountered no opposition in 








principle to the use of a single 
gravesite for a family-unit—an ae- 
cepted practice in many private 
cemeteries in crowded metropeli- 
tan areas. 

Arlington is the most famous of 
the 85 national cemeteries under 
Army jurisdiction, having been es- 
tablished in 1864 on a parcel of 
land that had been a part of the 
estate of Gen. Robert E. Lee. 

In. the last 97 years, more than 
110,000. burials have been made in 
the developed areas of Arlington. 
Less than one-fourth of the

AF Gen. Root 
To Head DSA 
Electronic Unit 


WASHINGTON Maj. Gen. 
Charles B. Root of the Air Force 
was named this week to direct 
planning for the establishment of 
the new defense Supply Agency’s 
electrical and electronics division. 
Management of selected electrical 
and electronies materiel will be 
handled by the agency as soon as 
possible, according to the Depart- 
ment of Defense. 

The new agency opened shop in 
the Munitions Building this month 
under the direction of Lt. Gen. 
Andrew T. McNamara, former 
Quartermaster General of the 
Army and immediately took over 
the Armed Forces Supply Support 
Center. The center administers the 
federal catalog system, the De- 
fense Standardization Program and 
the Defense Materiel Utilization 
Program, The center has an au- 
thorized strength of 16 military 
and 469 civilian personnel. 

DSA is scheduled to take over 
functions performed by single 
managers in the fields of subsis- 
tense (Army), clothing and tex- 
tiles (Army), traffic management 
(Army), petroleum products 
(Navy). medical supplies (Navy), 
general supplies (Army), indus- 
trial supplies (Navy), automotive 
supplies (Army), construction sup- 
plies (Army) and surplus sales 
officers. 

Defense officials have predicted 
that DSA will save from $50 to 
$100 million a year in buying by 
preventing the services from bid- 
ding agaimst each other. DSA’s 
headquarters staff is now being 
erganized.

® Control of service and troop 
evaluation testing will be the re- 
sponsibility of the CG, CONARC or 
other using services. 

@ Logistics support, including 
spare parts. will be easily avail- 
able during the testing cycle, and 

Provisions will be made, the reg- 
ulation says, for prompt evalua- 
tions so that production changes 
can be made quickly.

ELIGIBLE FOR Arlington buri- 
al are all former members of the 
armed forces with honorable dis- 
charges, their spouses, their minor 
children, and their dependent 
adult children. Also eligible for 
interment are the widows of serv- 
icemen whose remains are non- 
recoverable, American citizens 
who served in the military of our 
allies in war with Germany and 
Japan, the members of President 
Wilson’s wartime cabinet. 

In recent years, Congress has 
passed legislation permitting re- 
servists and national guardsmen 
to be buried at a national ceme- 
tery. The civilian soldier’s death 
must have occurred on active 
duty, active duty for training, at- 
tending an authorized training 
camp or practice cruise, perform- 
ing authorized travel to or from 
that duty, service, camp or eruise, 
on authorized imactive duty train- 
ing, or while hospitalized or un- 
dergoing treatment for injury or 
disease resulting from training, 
camp cruise or travel.

WASHINGTON — A new 
“aid to education” program, 
announced by the Army Sur- 
geon General’s office, will as- 
sist students to become grad- 
uate occoupational therapists, 
and qualify them for commis- 
sions in the Army Medical 
Specialist Corps. 

Selection of applicants is based 
on personal and scholastic qualifi- 
cations, and physical fitness to meet 
the military requirements. Those 
selected are enlisted in the Wom- 
en’s Army Corps Reserve, for pur- 
poses of pay and allowances, which 
amounts to over $200 per month, 
but wear no uniform, and attend 
no military meetings. After gradu- 
ation they are commissioned as sec- 
ond lieutenants in the Army Medi- 
cal Specialist Corps. 

These student officers then at- 
tend a 36-week Army Clinical Af- 
filiation conducted at _ selected 
Army hospitals. The affiliation, 
which must be completed prior to 
certification, afford the new officer 
an opportunity for Tlinical prac- 
tice, and administrative experi- 
ence. 

In order to qualify, the applicant 
must have completed the sopho- 
more or’ junior year, and be en- 
rolled as a full-time student in an 
accredited college or university 
with a course in occupational ther- 
apy included in her study program.

Improves 


Artillery Accuracy 


FORT SILL, Okla.—The 


Army Artillery Board at Fort 


Sill has conducted tests on a digital computer system, the 


Field Artillery 


Data Computer 


(FADAC), which may 


eliminate much of the guess work in artillery fire. 


If proven successful the FADAC 
system may be used by artillery- 
men in the field by 1962. 

The development of FADAC 
marks a break-through in the 
Army’s search for a computer solu- 
tion adaptable to cannon-type wea- 
pons and missiles. 

Digital computers are now being 
used by the Army for both missile 
and cannon fire, although for dif- 
ferent reasons. 

In the case of missiles, the 
digital computer has speeded up, 
for example, the solving of a Red- 
stone gunnery problem to five 
minutes, as against the three hours 
formerly needed by manual com- 
putation. 

However, in cannon fire a digital 
computer is used for increased 
accuracy rather than speed. 

The Army delivered the first of 
the M15 and M15C analog compu- 
ters, the heart of the M35 Field 


Artillery Fire Control system, in 
limited numbers to troops early 
this year. 

Although these two computers 


show a marked increase in accur- 
acy over manual techniques, they 
are highly specialized and are use- 
ful with only a limited number of 
artillery weapons. 

The FADAC system was de- 





signed as a general purpose com- 
puter and can be used with a large 
variety of weapons, including both 
cannon and missiles.

THE FIRST prototype models of 
the FADAC were delivered to the 
Artillery Board at Fort Sill in 
March 1960 and an intensive testing 
program has been carried on since 
under the direction of Lt.’ Col. 
John R. Henderson, who has acted 
as project officer. 

The FADAC is a solid state (no 
vacuum tubes), electronic com- 
puter that uses a 4096-word rotat- 
ing disk memory. 

It provides fire control informa- 
tion to one battery of cannons or 
rockets at a time However, it is 
capable of storing data for five 
| batteries and at the push of a but- 
| ton can be switched to direct the 
fire of a different battery.

| tations systems, FADAC has been 
designed for simplicity of opera- 
ition and will not require intensive

Military Record 
Review Chance 
Ends 25 October 


WASHINGTON — The deadline 
for having military records and 
discharges corrected is midnight 
25 October, the Pentagon reminded 
veterans this week. 

The board for the correction of 
military records which have been 
established in the Army, Air Force, 
Navy and Coast Guard, are em- 
powered by law to alter any mili- 
tary records in order to correct 
an error or remove an injustice. 

Reviews of military records by 
these boards occasionally make 
veterans and surviving dependents 
of ex-servicemen eligible for Vet- 
erans Administration and other 
federal benefits. 

The law required that applica- 
tion must be filed within three 
years after discovery of error or 


not later than midnight 25 Oct. 
1961 to be reviewed. 

After 25 October, the board will 
review only those cases which it 
feels to be in the interest of jus- 
tice. 

Application forms are available 
at all VA offices.

This is the second installment in the 


latest Army Times survey on housing conditions at State- 
side posts. Submitted by Post Billeting Officers and Infor- 
mation Officers, the material in this series, while it is up- 
to-date when received, is subject to future changes as post 


missions are altered. 


Fort Bragg, N. C. 


ALL family quarters at Fort 

Bragg are permanent govern- 
ment quarters. Type of quarters 
are single houses, duplex and 
multiple apartment units con- 
sisting of two, three and four 
bedrooms. 

There are 1715 officer units 
and 2498 non-commissioned offi- 
cer units on post. Approximately 
80 percent of assigned officers 
and 30 percent of top three grade 
NCO’s with dependents have 
government quarters. 





Adequate quarters for bachelor 
officers and senior NCOs or mar- 
ried personnel not accompanied 
by their dependents are also lo- 
cated on the post. Off post hous- 

* ing for personnel unable to ob- 
tain government quarters is also 


available. The post billeting 
office has a partial list of such 
housing. 

Quarters are assigned by 
grade and date of rank. Nor- 
mally there is a delay of five to 
eight months in the assignment 
of quarters. Temporary quar- 
ters for military personnel and 
their dependents are available 
in limited numbers. They in- 
clude cottages and guest houses. 
A nominal charge is assessed for 
service maintenance. Occupancy 
is limited to five days.

Brooklyn Army Terminal,

HE Headquarters, U. S. Army 

Transportation Terminal Com- 
mand, Atlantic; U. S. Army 
Transportation Terminal, Brook- 
lyn; and U. S. Army Transporta- 
tion Trailer Service Agency are 
located on an Army-owned mili- 
tary reservation situated in the 
Bay Ridge section of Brooklyn, 
known as the Brooklyn Arm 
Terminal installation. . 

There is no housing available 
at the Brooklyn Army Ter- 
minal installation. The ma- 
jority of the military personnel 
with families occupy Public 
Housing located at Fort Hamil- 
ton which is operated under 
regulations governing govern- 
ment housing. These apart- 
ments range in size from one 
te three bedrooms. 


No pets are allowed in this 
housing. Lanudry facilities are 
located in the basement of the 
apartment building. All units are 
furnished with gas range and re- 
frigerator. 


Civilian housing can be ob- 
tained in this area. Rents for 





this housing range $30 to $50 
higher than the Public Housing 
rents. Because of the high costs 
of rents some families find it 
more economical to purchase 
housing in the suburbs. 

The waiting period for this 
housing varies in accordance 
with the size of the apartment 
desired as follows:

THERE ARE no temporary 
family billeting accommodations 
at the Brooklyn Army Terminal 
installation. Family accommoda- 
tions at Fort Hamilton are limit- 
ed and generally restricted to 
transit overseas personnel. Ac- 
cordingly, personnel arriving for 
duty without prior arrangements, 
should plan on using hotel ac- 
commodations on an overnight 
basis. There are several hotels 
within Brooklyn located 15-30 
minutes from the installation. 
In addition, arrangements can be 
made for efficiency apartments. 
Assistance will be given by the 
Military Personnel Officer located 
in the Administration Building, 
in finding accommodations. 


Officers arriving unaccompa- 
nied can generally be billeted at 
the Fort Hamilton BOQ’s. Prior 
arrangements should be made as 
indicated above. 

There are public, parochial 
and private primary and second- 
ary schools within easy distance 
from the headquarters or your 
residence. In addition, there are 
numerous junior colleges, tech- 
nical, trade and business schools, 
colleges and universities within 
the New York City area. Per- 
sonnel intending to enter de- 
pendents in local schools are ad- 
vised to haye both birth cer- 
tificates and transcripts of school 
records available to facilitate 
admission. There are no post 
schools at this installation nor 
government transportation pro- 
vided to and from their resi- 
dence for children except for 
elementary students living in 
Wherry Housing or on the post 
at Fort Hamilton.

Fort Carson, Colo. 


Fort Carson is currently a 
training center and, as such, 
is experiencing a considerable 
influx of troops. As a result, the 
housing picture is not too bright. 
This build-up of troop strength 
makes it impractical to forecast 
a waiting period for on-Post 
quarters. All on-Post quarters 
are presently occupied and wait- 
ing lists are being maintained. 
On-Post housing is assigned by 
rank and date of application for 
=a except in the case of 
some key officer and enlisted 
personnel.

In addition, Carson maintains 
a trailer court for EM. This 
facility is also filled and a wait- 
ing list is being maintained. 


There are a great many trailer 
courts within easy driving dis- 
tance of Carson. These offer ade- 
quate facilities and rental charges 
are about equal to those charged 
in other parts of the country. 


Two types of quarters are 
available, with both 2 and 3-bed- 
room apartments, depending on 
the number of dependents: Cape- 
hart (brick buildings with base- 
ments) and MCA (with utility 
room but no basement). Some 
hospital wards have also been 
converted to accommodate offi- 
cer personnel and families. 

BOQ facilities are unlimited 
and Guest House facilities for 
both officer and EM are avail- 
able on a short term basis. The 
original reservation for accomi- 
modations is limited to seven 
days on a space available basis.

CARSON ALSO maintains an 
off-Post military housing office 
in the Colorado Springs Cham- 
ber of Commerce offices at 112% 
East Pikes Peak Avenue. This 
office maintains a listing of sev- 
eral hundred rental units ranging 
from motel accommodations to 
apartments and homes. The list- 
ings range in price from $75 to 
$250 or more monthly depending 
on the size and location of the 
accommodations. These listings 
are located within a five to 12 
mile radius of Carson. The cost 
of utilities is usually not in- 
cluded in rental fees and in 
some cases stoves and refrig- 
erators are not furnished. 

Under the supervision of the 
Fountain, Cole., School District, 
kindergarten and. schools for 
grades 1 through 9 are operated 
on the Post. A nursery is also 
available at Carson. The nearest 
high schoo] is located at Foun- 
tain, about four miles south of 
the Post and bus service is pro- 
vided. Catholie grade and high 
schools and Lutheran grade 
schools function in Colorado 
Springs and school bus transpor- 
tation is provided by the Post.

HOUSING conditions at Detrick 

is considered as fair. There 
are waiting lists of one to six 
months for all on post quarters 
which consist of 76 permanent 
type Officer and 40 permanent 
type NCO Quarters. 

All units are equipped with 
stoves and refrigerators. A limit- 
ed variety of furniture is avail- 
able for issue to quarters occu- 
pants where needed. Also avail- 
able are several sets of furnished 
temporary quarters which are 
assigned to new arrivals on a 
first come-first served basis for a 
period not to exceed 14 days. 

Adequate 2, 3 and 4room 
apartments and some separate 
houses are available in and 
around Frederick (population 
approximately 25,000). New ar- 
rivals normally locate off post 
housing within a _ two-week 
period. Rents range between $60 
and $100 per month for un- 
furnished apartments and from 
$80 to $120 per month for fur- 
nished apartments. Two and 3- 
bedroom unfurnished houses 
usually rent for $100 to $125 per 
month plus utilities. 

There are several small trailer 
parks located: within a five mile 
radius of the post.

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Army Developing 2 New Light 105s

W ASHINGTON—Two new lightweight 105mm howitzers are being developed by the 
Army, and it is possible that by 1965 some artillery units will be receiving a self-pro- 
pelled howitzer that can be transported by helicopter. 


Pentagon ordnance officials re- 
veal that the Army ultimately 
hopes to replace at least some of 
the 105s in service with a new 
self-propelled weapon. A_ 6000- 
pound weight limit has been placed 
on the new SP and officials here 
believe that the weapon can meet 
this restriction: 

The self propelled howitzer is 
being developed by the Ordnance 
Tank Automotive Command in 
Detroit. Word from the com- 
mand indicates that work has 
advanced from wooden models 
of the piece to hand-tooled mod- 
els. An Ordnance spokesman 

calls the weapon a milestone 
because “it is the first time com- 
bat users have been willing to 
accept an unarmored vehicle.” 


According to Maj. Louis A. Cha- 
teau of the Combat Development 
and Doctrine Office of the Artil- 
lery and Missile School at Fort Sill, 
the new weapon, the XM-104 SP 
howitzer, “is a truly revolutionary 
development in artillery weapons.” 

It is essentially a mobile gun 
platform mounting a 105 cannon, 
he says. The experimental how- 
itzer has a low silhouette of slight- 
ly more than five ft., is 5.25 ft. 
wide and 12.75 ft. long.

THE 6000-pound design limit 
set for the XM-104 is exactly one 
ninth that of the M-52 armored 
self-propelled 105mm __ howitzer. 
Chiefly responsible for the weight 
reduction, says Maj. Chateau, are 
the elimination of armor and the 
“extremely small size of the XM- 
104 carriage.”

The cover ma- 
terial will be canvas or a rubber- 
ized fabric. 

The SP will have torsion-bar 
suspension, and a lightweight track 
with a 4000-mile life expectancy 
is being designed.

THE SECOND new artillery 
weapon under development is the 
XM-102. This weapon is being 
designed because the weight limit 
on the XM-104 is restrictive. 

According to Artillery Trends, 
the XM-102 will weigh 3000 pounds, 
light enough to be carried by 
copter. The low, 30-inch silhou- 
ette weapon is being worked on 
at Rock Island Arsenal. 

Chateau contends that the XM- 
102 will have several advantages 
over the M-2A4 105mm _ howitzer 
in use. They are: 

e@ It incorporates a_ variable, 
hydropneumatic recoil system 
which looks much the same as the 
M2A4. However, the recoil cyl- 
inder is longer to accommodate the 
increased recoil at lower eleva- 
tions. This variable recoil elim- 
inates the recoil pit for high angle 
firing and permits the positioning 
of the weapon in two minutes. 

@ The XM-102 will fire the 
standard 105mm round as well as 
the .T-38 projectile. An. Ordnance 
officer told Army Times the T-388 
is a classified item and “probably 
not” a nuclear item. 

e A single baffle muzzle brake 
is another new feature. This cuts 
recoil by almost 60 percent.

overall cubic dimensions.” The 
wishbone trail is made of alumi- 
num. 
Spring mounting and shock ab- 
sorbers are unnecessary because of 
the XM-102’s low center of gravity 
and light carriage. Tow speed of 
the weapon is 35 mph-over hard 
roads and it can ford about 2% 
ft. of water. 

The XM-102 has been. success- 
fully fired at Rock Island Arsenal, 
Ill. 


This towed piece is supposed to 





be simple in design and capable | 
of direct and indirect fire. Artil-| 
lery officials regard the develop- 
ment of the XM-102 as “a valuable 
counterpart” to the work on the 
XM-104 self-propelled howitzer.

IT IS ALSO noteworthy that new 
artillery equipment—with its light- 
er weight and in some cases its 
own power source—will be easier 
to use in guerilla war situations, 
particularly in jungle terrain. The 
lightweight, self propelled 105mm 
howitzer, the XM-104, will combine 
the advantages of tracked mobility, 
amphibious movement and the abil- 
ity to be transported by copter. 

In addition, the XM-102 towed 
howitzer will weigh a little more 
than half-the current 105s, and 





with newer versions of the self 


propelled 175mm gun and the 
eight-inch howitzer should be more 
adaptable for jungle conditions. 
It is also reported that a light 
copter-borne model of the Lacrosse 
missile will soon be available.

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@ EDITORIAL 
Housing Needs 


Last week’s announcement that the 
Defense Department will make an “intensive 
reappraisal” of family housing is welcome, 
though long overdue. Perhaps some affirm- 
ative decisions will be forthcoming not only 
on the construction of more housing but on 
a raise in the quarters allowance. 


A stronger position on these issues has 
been needed for many months. With the 
Capehart building program practically at an 
end, a new effort of real substance is cer- 
tainly indicated. And quickly, because it is 
time to frame the FY 1963 military con- 
struction budget for presentation to Congress 
early next year. 


Except for Deputy Defense Secretary 
Roswell Gilpatric, the group’s chairman, ‘the 
services are not represented on the new 
housing committee. However, there is an 
“advisory panel’ composed of assistant 
service secretaries and a working group of 
other service representatives. It is hoped 
that the main group will understand the 
housing needs of service people and will 
consider them while investigating the 
financing and management of housing. 

The needs are obvious. Tens of thousands 
of service people are still unable to obtain 
adequate housing at a price they can be 
expected to pay. In the past, when “out- 
siders” have examined service housing, they 
have become preoccupied with the number 
of so-called “available houses’ in com- 
munities near posts. Congressmen parti- 
cularly have disparaged the need for more 
government-built quarters because “surveys 
show many unoccupied houses in town.” 

They seem to ignore the fact that these 
“availables” may rent for $160 to $180 a 
month, plus utilities. Or they may be located 
25 to 30 miles from the post. Or they sud- 
denly become “occupied” if the applicant is a 
Negro. 

It is probably true that most service 
families can find housing within their means, 
but too many of them are led into sub- 
marginal dwellings; or two families may 
have to double up. Service people should not 
be expected to put up with such conditions. 

Unfortunately, the heads of the separate 
services do not call the final signals on home 
planning. The quarterbacks are the Adminis- 
tration (Defense Department) and Congress, 
but Defense must provide the initiative. 
. Although some elements of Congress have 
developed strong resistance to more service 
housing, we believe that a determined push 
on the part of Defense would meet with 
considerable success. 


Obviously, far from enough on-post 
homes can be approved. So this calls for a 
quarters allowance increase for many. The 
two go hand in hand, and it is encouraging 
that the new committee is considering them 
in this light. At the same time, the group 
should weigh carefully a sliding scale quar- 
ters allowance to take care of those persons 
who must pay unusually high rent in large 
cities. 

The new committee, of course, can do 
nothing more than recommend a course of 
action. If it falls short of urging a program 
of substance, a program that will provide 
needed relief for all (an adequate house or 
reasonable quarters allowance), then it will 
be up to Defense and the Administration to 
make the committee’s recommendations 
sufficient. 

The Administration. has sponsored bold 
new housing programs for the civilian 
population; it is now time to do the same for 
the military.

Build-up Mishandled?

In spite of politics and misleading sta- 
tistics, a modern war will not be won 
by a quantitative measure of military 
manpower alone. Modern warfare is not 
so much a question of armies opposing 
each other as it is of nations opposing 
each other, each with its military and 
economic strength mobilized and leveled 
against the other. 


In today’s period of international 
emergency, we need well-qualified tech- 
nicians to operate the complex weapons 
and equipment of war and experienced 
leaders to direct their activities. We also 
need a strong economy to finance and 
produce these weapons and equipment. 


With this view, it appears that the 
present plan of calling Reserve and Na- 
tional Guard units to active duty is not 
the most satisfactory solution for an in- 
crease in our defense capabilities. The 
large majority of the numbers of these 
units are fulfilling their military obliga- 
tions and are not experienced veterans. 
At a conservative estimate, less than 20 
percent have ever served on active duty 
(not including short periods of active 
duty for training in a reserve status.) 

+ * “ 


REGARDLESS of unrealistic and mis- 
leading evaluation reports, it is ridicu- 
lous to think that these men become 
qualified or maintain a satisfactory level 
of proficiency in complex military skills 
with training of two hours a week and 
two weeks a year. When these men are 
called to active duty at all levels of rank 
and assuming all levels of responsibility, 
it will vastly dilute the skills of regular 
—ae and greatly lower their stand- 
ards. . 

Members of Reserve and National 


Guard units come from all forms and all 
levels of civilian economic activity. The 
doubtful increase that they will render 
the value of the armed forces will not 
compensate for the serious effects of a 
sudden withdrawal of thousands of qual- 
ified workers and administrators from our 
economy. 
oO . * 


A FAR MORE PRACTICAL solution 
of a greater military defense force, it 
seems, would incorporate: 

@ A qualitative increase in our ac- 
tive force: by fuller use of the talents 
and abilities that now exist in the armed 
forces. 

® A quantitative increase in our ac- 
tive force by accelerating the Selective 
Service and requiring two years of active 
duty as the first requirement in fulfilling 
a military obligation. 

@ A qualitative increase in our re- 
serve force by allowing more drills and 
requiring two years of active duty as a 
prerequisite for new members. 

The first thought of any size increase, 
either short or long-range, should be to 
make maximum use of our present ac- 
tive force. 

* - 

THERE ARE MANY men in the Army 
today who are not being used in rank 
and assignment commensurate with their 
abilities because of inadequate promotion 
and assignment policies—policies which 
are not geared to fully consider the amil- 
ities of the individual. 

In view of the action that is already 
being taken by the Defense Department, 
this expression of opinion appears belat- 
ed and vain. However, regardless of what 
measures are taken to bolster our de- 
fense, I hope that greater use will be 
made of the abilities of our professional 
servicemen. This country can ill afford 
not to do so in these most critical times.

Pearson Column 
Held Unhelpful 


APO 172, N.Y.: Reference your 
13 Séptember edition, “American 
Weekend” supplement, page 12, 
article by Drew Pearson, titled 
“Berlin Compromise Could Win 
Russia as Friend.” 

The first time I read this ridicu- 
lous article I thought that Drew 
Pearson must be one of the most 
naive Americans in the world, but 
after reading the article again, I 
came to the conclusion that Mr. 
Pearson must be extremely sym- 
pathetic to the communist cause 
of world domination. 


The entire direction of this arti- 
cle is very definitely anti-Ameri- 
can, and very much pro-Soviet 
Union. 

One impression I received from 
this article is that “it is too bad 
that Khrushchev’s warning” to 
President Kennedy to surrender 
Berlin in order to avoid war did 
not “frighten” our President.

in the world. 


To support my last statement, 
look at Khrushchev’s statement 
when he was in Vienna the week 
of 11 July 1960: “Life is short, 
but’ within my lifetime I want to 
see the Red Banner of Commun- 
ism fly all over the earth.” On 
page 547 of his book titled, 
“Toward Victory in the World 
Competition With Capitalism,” 
Khrushchev wrote, “historical de- 
velopment inevitably will lead 
towards the final victory of so- 
cialism and communism in the en- 
tire world.” This book was pub- 
lished in Moscow in 1959. 


In addition, we all know that 
Khrushchev is a student of Lenin, 
and in Vol. 31, 4th edition, page 
413, Lenin wrote, “Just as soon 
as we will be strong enough to 
slay all capitalism, we will quick- 
ly grab him by the scruff of the 
neck.” 

This is the type of 
which Khrushchev states, 
parallel lines” with the 
of President Kennedy, and it 
seems that Mr. Pearson, in his 
article, agrees with Khrushchev.

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Brann Had Opinions 
(But So Did Others)

Of all the sensational journal- 
ists who skyrocketed te fame in 
America, William C. Brann. had 
the most incredible rise—within 
two years his one-man newspaper 
was avidly read around the world 
—but today his name draws 
blank stares. He was an incred- 
ibly brave man who attacked 
virtually almost everything that 
Americans held dear; his liter- 
ary style was such that some 
critics called him a Texas Shake- 
speare, others 
called him a 
disciple of the 
Devil. 

Brann was 
a big, hand- 
some son of a 
Presbyterian 
minister who 
drifted down 
te ‘Waco, 
Texas, dur- & 
ing the 1890s 
after careers HOROWITZ 
as a printer’s devil, fireman, 
railroad brakeman, se mi-pro 
baseball pitcher, opera company 
manager and reporter on several 
large daily newspapers. In 1895 
he published his own Waco news- 
paper, “The Iconoclast,” and 
within a short time his circula- 
tion was up to 120,000 (a phe- 
nomenal figure for that period). 

It took a brave man to do what 
he did, but Brann had the guts 
for the job. At a time when 
attacks on the Catholic church 
were commonplace and popular, 
he defended the Catholics (he 
referred to a leading anti-Cath- 
olic organization, the American 
Protective Association, as the 
Aggregation of Pusillanimous 
Asses). At the same time, he 
launched vicious attacks against 
the Baptists, a position not cal- 
culated to make many friends in 
Waco, Texas. 

* o * 

BRANN MINCED NO WORDS. 
When another newspaper printed 
a retraction of an article about 
T. DeWitt Talmadge, a leading 
Baptist columnist of the time, 
“The Iconoclast” wrote: 

“The Tyler ‘Telegram’ humbly 
apologizes for having called that 
wide-lipped blatherskite, T. De- 
Witt Talmadge, ‘a religious fak- 
er.” Next thing we know our 
Tyler contemporary will apolo- 


gize for having inadvertently 
hazarded the statement that 
water is wet. When a daily 


newspaper tells the truth, even 
by accident, it should. stick to 
it instead of crawling on its 
belly in the dust to humbly ask 
pardon of the Devil. The ‘Icono- 
clast’ will pay any man $10 who 
will demonstrate that T. DeWitt 
Talmadge ever originated an 
idea, good, bad or indifferent. 
He is simply a monstrous bag 
of fetid wind. The man who can 
find intellectual food in Tal- 
madge’s sermons could acquire 
a case of delirium tremens by 
drinking the froth out of a pop 
bottle.” 3 bs

THE STORY of Brann, his 
spurt to fame and riches, and 
his abrupt downfall, was pub- 
lished this week by the Univer- 
sity of Texas Press (“Brann and 
the Iconoclast,” by Charles Car- 
ver, $3.95). The excellent new 
book lists many of Brann’s faults 
—his obsession with attacking 
the Negro race in toto, his trans- 
parent distortions of the truth, 
his intemperate and constant at- 
tacks on targets that couldn’t hit 
back. But the book makes clear 
why 120,000 subscribers around 
the world gladly paid a dollar 
a year to buy his dazzingly out- 
spoken little monthly journal. 

Brann himself explained in his 
first-issue how he was going to 





make his paper famous. He 
wrote: 
“Print the grandest sermon 


that ever fell from Massillon’s 
lips of gold, and not 20 percent, 
even of the professedly pious, 
will read it; print a detailed ac- 
count of an international prize 
fight and 99 percent of the very 
elect make a dive for the paper 
before breakfast — will swoop 
down upon it like a hungry hen- 
hawk reaching for an unripe 
gosling and fairly devour it, then 
roll their eyes to heaven like a 
calf with the colic and wonder 
what this wicked old world is 
coming to.” - 
” . * 

BRANN’S PAPER attacked a 
wide variety of subjects in every 
issue. When the society world 
‘was a-twitter with the forth- 
coming marriage of Consuelo 
Vanderbilt and the Duke of 
Marlborough, Brann wrote: 

“The fiance of Miss Vanderbilt 
is descended . . . through a long 
line of titled cuckolds and shame- 
less pimps, and now stands on 
the ragged edge of poverty, bar- 
tering te parvenus for bread an 
empty dukedom bought with a 
female relative’s dishonor .. . 
In appearance he is a teugh of 
the toughs. He has a head like 
a Bowery bouncer and the mug 
of an ape who has met with an 
accident .. .” 

In another issue, Brann did a 
little society reporting, as fol- 
lows: 

“Mrs. Crupper’s beauty is of 
that voluptuous type known to 
the euphuists as Junoesque, but 
called by the vulgar herd Oleo- 
margaramic.

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Stable Active Army Forecast

The Army appears to have won 
a major victory in presenting 
its long-term personnel and 
equipment requirements to De- 
fense Secretary Robert McNa- 
mara and his top budget officer, 
Defense Comptroller Charles 
Hitch. 


In the face of daily press re- 
ports recently that the Army 
was being cut in fiscal year 1963 
by more than 100,000 men, this 
may seem like a strange: conclu- 
sion. But don’t let the press re- 
ports throw you. The FY 1 
budget will ~— 
contain an in- i ie 
crease in ac- 
tive Army 
strength, not 
a decrease.

For FY 1963 the Army has 
been autherized an end strength 
(that is, a strength on 30 June 
1963) of between 025,000 and 
940,000 men. - The best figure 
seems to be 929,000. This is the 
figure that Army promotion plan- 
ners are using at this time in 
setting the grade structure for 
the active Army.

NOW THIS FIGURE is well 
below the 1,008,000 strength that 
is in the modified FY 1962 budg- 
et. But the 1,008,000 strength 
is an end strength for the Army 
based on a “crisis situation.” 
Included in that figure is a sub- 
stantial portion of the Reserve 
which has been called te EAD 
because of Berlin and other treu- 
ble spots around the world. 


In the Eisenhower budget pre- 
sented to Congress last January, 
the strength of the Army was 
set at 870,000. The Kennedy 
budget increased this to 875,000, 
much to the chagrin of many 
Army leaders who had hoped for 
an increase to 925,000. When the 
Berlin crisis blew up inte a ma- 
jor one, an additional increase 
of 133,000 was proposed. 


But this increase was frankly 
called a “crisis increase, first 
to meet the Berlin situation, 
then to be on hand in case of 
other crises that might develep 
elsewhere. 

The 875,000 figure remained 
the ceiling for the long-term, 
permanent or active Army. 

* * +. 

AT THIS POINT, let’s re 
member what Mr. Hitch’s budget 
philosophy is. He wants a “pre- 
gram budget” based on a five- 
year forecast. He first believes 
that the Defense Department 
and its elements should define 
their missions. Next, the serv- 
ices must propose the ways and 
means to meet these missions, 
including alternate programs 
with the same goal in view. 

The various alternatives and 
mixes of alternatives are then te 
be weighed and those likely to 
achieve the missions with the 
greatest certainty, the greatest 
effectiveness, the greatest adapt- 
ability (including the potential 
te contribute te more than one 
accomplishment), and the great- 
est economy (or least cost) are 
to be selected. 

These programs are then put 
together, given a price and pre- 
sented as the five-year plan. 
Each year what must be done 
to carry out the plan in the fol- 





lowing 12 months becomes the 
’ basis 


for the annual budget. 

Each year the five-year plan is 

reexamined and the annual budg- 

et is recomputed as the first-year 

‘effort needed te achieve the goals 
set for five years hence. 


Such Budgeting must be 
based on firm assumptions such 
as floors set for “peacetime” 
military mission accomplishment. 
To meet temporary crisis situ- 
ations, additional funds are added 
te this base. 


In May, the floor for the 
Army was set, after the first 
and second McNamara budget 
reviews, at 875,C90 men. Now it 
seems reasonably certain that a 
new floor has been set—925,000- 
plus men. This is the minimum 
strength approved for the Army 
for the first year of the next 
five under the five-year program. 
To me, this seems like a sub- 
stantial gain. 


What does this 925,000-plus 
man Army include? I have ne 
exact figures. But it isn’t tee 
difficult to compute some of 
them. It seems unlikely that 
more than 14 divisions are in- 
cluded in this “floor” figure. 
This would total 560,000. An- 
other 250,000, give or take 10,000 
men, are needed for maintaining 
the Army’s plant and inventory. 
The balance, 125,000-plus or 
minus, will serve as corps and 
Army combat and logistical sup- 
port troops and in the Air De- 
fense of CONUS mission. 


. * * 


THE FLOOR in strength given 
the Army is not as high as many 
Army proponents would like. 
Up to four additional divisions 
are called for. 

If additional units are needed 
temporarily because of cold war 
tensions, the Defense position 
is that men who join Reserve 
component elements and draw 
pay and earn retirement credit 


assume an obligation and can be 
called on, for short-term service, 
to fill these temporary needs. 

As far as the budget is con- 
cerned, additional funds will be 
needed and certainly will be re- 
quested to keep on active duty 
as units, with their unit integ- 
rity preserved, the Reserve com- 
ponent elements called up. So 
maintained while on active duty, 
the units can be budgeted fer 
separately and in addition te the 
active Army. 

And active Army planners 
can make long-range promotion, 
training, assignment and ether 
plans. A degree of stability is 
gained which should benefit ca- 
reer soldiers. It may take a 
while te appear. It's werth 
watching out for.

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Loose Talk 
About Cutbacks

HERE appears good reason 


to question whether 


Secretary of Defense Robert S. McNamara as yet 
understands the policy-making end of his job. 


The most recent evidence of 
this shortcoming is to be seen in 
his reported directive to his 
chief subordinates that military 
manpower might be cut back as 
much as 147,000, chiefly in the 
Army, “if the Berlin crisis eases, 
and no major crisis develops 
elsewhere.” 

Under present conditions, such 
a proposal from the official who 
is, by law, the President’s prin- 
cipal spokesman for defense af- 
fairs, undercuts the President’s 
announced purposes in ordering 
the military build-up now in 
progress, 

The build-up has been under- 
taken, at great expense both in 
dollars and in demanded sacri- 
fice on the part of many tens of 
thousands of young men called 
suddenly tothe colors from 
civilian life. Its purpose is to 
make clear to Nikita Khrushchev 
that the United States is both 
ready and willing to defend its 
principles by force of arms if 
there is no other way in which 
they can be preserved. 

What is being sought by Presi- 
dent Kennedy, and clearly set 
forth by him in a number of 
public statements, is the crea- 
tion of an image of American 
armed power which—in the 
words of our first President, 
General George Washington — 
“shall appear respectable in the 


- eyes of our friends and formi- 


dable to those who might other- 
wise become our enemies.” 

What kind of an image of 
American power is created when 
the Secretary of Defense hastens 
to announce (in effect) that we 
don’t really mean it, that we are 
just running a quick bluff to 
take care of the Berlin problem 
and that we have a comfortable 
feeling that by making this 
temporary gesture we will be 
doing all that is necessary for 
our national security and the 
security of the free world? 

The impression that will be 
drawn by the realistic Russians 
from Mr. McNamara’s announced 
intention will be one of an 
American which still clings to 
the good old wishful thinking, to 
the idea that each “emergency” 
as it comes over the horizon is 
just an isolated affair which can 
be disposed of by some sort of 
convulsive effort, after which we 
can relax. 

The idea of an America which 





really understands the _ con- 
tinuing nature of the Communist 
threat and the need for confront- 
ing it with continuing armed 
vigilance may be present in Mr. 
McNamara’s mind. But, it won’t 
get across to Mr. Khrushchev on 
the basis of any such procedures 
as those the Secretary of De- 
fense has outlined for next 
year’s military budget. 

The effect on our allies can be 
equally disastrous. Confidence, 
as has repeatedly been pointed 
out by those who have studied 
the record of our alliances, is the 
cement of such _ international 
edifices. 

The confidence of the weaker 
members of any alliance in the 
will and power of the strongest 
member has historically been 
the criterion of continued unity; 


without such confidence’ the 
structure of the alliance 
crumbles. 


Whatever may be the needs of 
the future in the way of military 
manpower should be examined as 
those needs develop. 

To build up our forces now so 

as to provide visible evidence of 
sacrifice and determination is 
the most valuable immediate 
contribution we can make to the 
confidence which holds our 
alliance system together. But its 
value in that respect has been 
gravely impaired by this sudden 
indication that we aren’t really 
serious and steadfast of purpose 
in what we are doing. 

The Department of Defense, 
under Mr. McNamara’s direction, 
has become sharply restrictive as 
to public utterances by military 
personnel. Just a day or so ago 
an article by General Thomas S. 
Power, Commander of the Strate- 
gic Air Command, was denied 
publication in the Air Force 
Quarterly Review for not being 
in accord with Department objec- 
tives. 

I venture to say that no words 
General Power could have pos- 
sibly written could do as much 
harm to the policy objectives of 
the United States as has the 
fatuous publication of Secretary 
McNamara’s intentions regard- 
ing cutbacks in military man- 
power next year—that is, if all 
goes well and the bad men have 
all dropped dead.

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Study Program Completions 


Approach Half Million Mark 


WASHINGTON — In order to 
keep abreast of the technological 
advancements in modern warfare, 
increasing members of military 
personnel are taking advantage of 
the educational opportunities of- 
fered by the General Educational 
Development Program. 

This vast adult education pro- 
gram, which was established by 
the Army when it recognized the 
need for the soldier to supple- 
ment his military training with 
civilian type education, provides 
academic courses from elementary 
through college for personnel who 
wish to continue their education 
while in military service. The 
program is operated at approxi- 
mately 300 education centers lo- 
cated on Army installations 
throughout the world. 

There was a general increase 





in participation and course com- 
pletions in almost all phases of 
the program during fiscal year 
1961 over the previous year. Par- 
ticularly encouraging to eom- 
manders was the increase in com- 
pletions in Military Occupational 
Specialty related courses, with an 
increase of 24 percent over the 
previous year. An example of 
such courses are refresher courses 
in mathematics to prepare stu- 
dents for attendance at guided 
missile schools. 

A total of 488,399 course com- 
pletions was registered in the 
world-wide GED program during 
the year. This included 247,407 
preparatory-high school comple- 
tions, 170,038 MOS related com- 
pletions, 5295 high school, and 
65,659 college course completions.

Traffic Agency to Revise 
Requisition, Issue System

WASHINGTON — To provide 
better support for service needs, 
the Military Traffic Management 
Agency will overhaul its requi- 
sitioning and issue policy and set 
up a standard priority system, 
Army Maj. Gen. L. Sewell Morris 


said last week. 

The executive director of the 
agency said that immediate and 
timely response to the needs of 
our forces all over the globe 
prompts the new supply system 
Objectives are to reduce inven- 
tories and to shorten supply pipe- 
lines. 

He told the American Trucking 
Association meeting here that by 
July 1962, two new policies will 
be in effect. 

“First will be a uniform requi- 
sitioning and issue system which 
will reduce the present 16 systems 
to a single uniform” system for 
the Army, Navy and Air Force, 
he said. 

In addition, a standard prior- 
ity system will replace the indi- 
vidual systems used by the serv- 
ices. 

“The priority system provides a 
time frame within which all sup- 
ply actions and _ transportation 





must be accomplished, to insure 
that all requisitions are process- 
ed in accordance with the missions 
of the requisitioning activity, and 
the urgency of the need for the 
item. 


“It places a demand upon trans- 
portation that none of us in this 


business can fail to meet,” he 
said.

THIS PROBLEM of selecting 
and training junior leaders has 
long been a spectre that has haunt- 
ed the company commander, and 
while the HumRRO experiment 
may not solve all the problems, it 
has for the first time given the 
Army a systematic program specif- 
ically designed to determine lead- 
ership ability early in a service- 
man’s career — and -then tc train 
the individual to capitalize on his 
leadership potential.

THIS TRAINING package has 
three objectives for training poten- 
tial NCOs: to provide direct sup- 
port to line cadre in advanced in- 
dividual training; to provide sup- 
port to training committees by 
teaching these potential leaders 
to perform simple assistant instruc- 
tor roles; and to provide the trainee 
leaders with necessary experience 
to develop their leadership abili- 
ties. 

Because of the necessity for 
speed in putting the program inio 
use now, the military increments 
and the research staff of Task 
NCO at the Presidio of Monterey, 
will be swelled by men from other 
HumRRO units for the time being.

grades E-8 and E-9 since they 
were added to the seven-grade 
structure of the Army. 

The Army is not abandoning its 
“new” insignia and grade title 
program, Eventually, all enlisted 
members of the Army will take 
their rank and titles under the 
nine-grade structure that is law. 

But the Army is adopting an 
evolutionary approach to convert- 
ing to the new system instead of 
ordering that all convert on a 
given date. 





* » . 


TO PUT this change into effect, 
the Army simply changed para- 
graph 130, AR 670-5, to read: 

“Noncommissioned officers in 
the grades E-5, E-6 and E-7, on 
May 31, 1958, are authorized to 
continue to wear the insignia and 
utilize titles appropriate to those 
grades on that date until involved 
in personnel actions which result 
in promotion or reductiom” 

The Army pointed out that when 
the new ‘insignia and grade title 
system was announced, its adop- 
tion — after a brief period of 
furor and confusion which it did 
not refer to — was delayed for 
a four-year transition period. 

This transition period, the Army 
said, “ was established to afford 
an opportunity for those NCOs to 
be promoted and not have to lose 
a rocker. Also retirees retained 
their old insignia and titles. 

- - - 


“DEPARTMENT of the Army 


-| has closely monitored the program 


during the transition period. Re- 
cent studies have indicated that as 
of 30 June 1962 (the conversion 
date) a large number of noncom- 
missioned officers would not have 
had the opportunity to be pro- 
moted. Since these men are for 
the most part long-term career sol- 
diers, DA felt that they should 
not be forced to remove a rocker 
and took the necessary steps to 
delete the requirement.” 


As a result of this new language, 
the Army will cortinue to have 
master sergeants (E-7) wearing 
six stripes and alse platoon ser- 
geants and sergeants first class 
(E-7) wearing five stripes. As the 
roughly 20,000 men in the first 
category are promoted, reduced, re- 
tire, fail to reenlist or die, this 
group will fade away until all E-7 
NCOs wear five stripes. 

* * - 


THE SAME CONDITION will ap- 
ply in the next two lower grades. 
There will be sergeants first class 
(E-6) wearing five stripes and 
staff sergeants (E-6) wearing four. 
There will be sergeants (E-5) wear- 
ing four stripes and “buck” ser- 
geants (E-5) wearing three stripes. 

There will be master sergeants 
(old style) as platoon sergeants, 
sergeants first class (old style) 
as squad leaders. 

This may lead to some confu- 
sion. But it will be no more con- 
fused for the next four or five 
years than it has been for-the last 
three-and-a-half. And by 1965 or 
1966, most men in what used to 
be the top three grades will in 
fact have been promoted, reduced 
or otherwise have changed their 
status,

Return ‘Buck’ 
Stripe to Corp? 


DENVER: In Army Times of 
4 October, a feature was_ publish- 
ed regarding a possible change 
in the ruling of NCO stripes. I 
would like to submit my com- 
ments. 

PROBLEM: Should NCO stripes 
be changed or continued under 
present policy? 

DISCUSSION: Under the new 
insignia system the morale of the 
older soldier has been effected in 
the form of being degraded. In 
1949 when the “buck” sergeant 
was abolished, the degrading look 
effect. Staff sergeants were re- 
named sergeants and had to as- 
sume lower ranking duties. Con- 
sequently, each rank reverted 
one step down duty-wise. This 
was the. first wrong the Army did. 

In 1958 the Army brought back 
the “buck” sergeant, but in doing 
so they degraded the sergeant 
again. A sergeant lost his rocker, 
or was given a “wear-out” period. 
Once against the top graders took 
another step downward, This was 
the second wrong the Army did. 
As the old adage goes, “Two 
wrongs does not make a right.” 

Now something must be done 
before 30 June 1962, but no one 
knows what. In the fact of: defeat 
let’s smile and then start over. 

SUGGESTION:  Let’s give the 
corporal. back the “buck” stripe 
that he lost in 1949, leaving him 
in the pay grade of E-4. Give the 
present buck sergeant a “rocker” 
in the pay grade of E-5. The pri- 
vate and PFC would add one 
stripe and remain in the same 
pay grade. The E-6 would be an 
SFC and the E-7 a master and re- 
main in the same pay grade. This 
would not only be a morale factor 
to all the grades but return some 
of the old rank prestige.

I was fortunate enough 
to become a master sergeant E-7 
within a year and have thorough- 
ly enjoyed my enlisted service. 
I have learned more about the 





Army as -an enlisted man than I 
could ever have hoped to have 
learned as an officer. As an en- 
listed man you really get down to 
“bread and butter” facts. You 
learn things that officers never 
come in contact with, except in 
isolated cases. 


When the Army decided in 1958 
to take stripes and titles away 
from enlisted men in order to 
“make room” for the old buck 
sergeant and the supergrades, it 
was quite obvious to me _ that 
someone without the “bread and 
butter” knowledge of the enlisted 
man (perhaps one of the many 
GS-18’s) sold the general staff a 
real lemon. 

I say this because the Air Force 
and the Navy found room for the 
supergrades by adding additional 
titles and stripes (or stars) and 
did not take anything away from 
anyone. 

Most of my service has been in 
high headquarters where there 
are many colonels and general of- 
ficers and never once has any of 
these officers defended the stripes’ 
action taken by the general staff. 
No one to whom I have talked can 
understand why it was done, what 
could possibly have been gained 
by doing it and they have all told 
me that nothing could have hurt 
Army morale more. 

I hope to retire with 30 years’ 
service, in early 1963. I have 
dreaded the idea of becoming an 
SFC for the last eight months of 
my. service and of course my wife 
has dreaded the idea of sewing on 
new stripes again. My wife also 
mentioned the probability of hav- 
ing to buy new uniforms because 
of the fading caused by the larger 
chevrons. 

I want to thank you for this 
opportunity to express my grati- 
tude to Army Times for what it 
has done to help enlisted morale.

Youthful Errors 


Affect Promotion 


NATICK, Mass.: During the 
past several weeks I have been 
reading about officers who fall 
into the category of fully qualified 
but not best qualified. This term 
puzzles me and I would be very 
happy to have someone justify it 
to me... 

In all my assignments as a cap- 
tain, I have served, according to 
my efficiency reports, in either a 
superior or an outstanding man- 
ner. I have served in majors’ po- 
sitions and done at least a su- 
perior job. Why, then, no promo- 
tion? 

I have found out that during my 
tours as a second and first lieu- 
tenant not all my efficiency re- 
ports were what they should have 
been, even to having received sev- 
eral that were below average, but 
my question is, am I still being 
rated for what I did as a first 
or a second lieutenant or what I 
did as a captain? 

I know the answer to this and 
that is that the overall OEI is a 
criteria in selection for major. 

This is not a true ertieria and 
not a valid one. It is not beyond 
the realm of possibility that I and 
others like me have served as 
captains more effectively than 
many who have been selected, but 
because of reasons, known or un- 
known, we received poor or low 
efficiencies as lieutenants, and 
now are being penalized for it. 
This in spite of the fact that we 
are doing superior jobs in our tour 
as captains.

“Birdie.” 

There are 16 such defense areas. 
The one dedicated here this week 
is the second accepted by the 
Army, the first having been in- 
stalled in the Turner AFB, Ga., 
defense. 

Ten of ARADCOM’s larger met- 
ropolitan defense areas received 
Missile Masters, which are designed 
to serve the more densely de- 
ployed. Nike missile units. They 
are located in the Washington- 
Baltimore, Seattle, Boston, New 
York, Detroit, Buffalo, Chicago, 
Pittsburgh, Philadelphia, and Los 
Angeles defense areas. 

Gen. Wood said there are two 
different models of the Birdie, a 
name derived from Battery Inte- 
gration Radar and Display Equip- 
ment. The system is transistorized 
and mobile and can be tailored “to 
fit exact needs of each defense,” 
according to Wood. He said the 
installations, depending on _ size, 
cost from a quarter to half a mil- 
lion dollars. 

Both Missile Master and Birdie 
are produced by the Martin Co. 
at its Orlando, Fla., plant. 

Birdie can be operated as part 
of a jointly-manned Army and Air 


Force installation comprising a 
North American Air Defense Com- 
mand Control Center, as in the 
case of San Francisco, or as a 
separate installation.

WOOD SAID that Birdie will 
give commanders of Army missile 
units a “complete picture of the 
air battle as it progresses.” 

According to the general, a com- 


mander “knows which enemy air- 
craft are already under fire, which 
neighboring Nike units have en- 
gaged them, and which enemy air- 
craft his own unit must fire upon.” 
He explained that Army defense 
commanders can designate a given 
aerial target for any one of the 
Nike units to destroy, if necessary.

“BIRDIE’S most important task, 
then, is to tie together as a smooth- 
ly functioning organism, the battle 
actions of the separate, self-con- 
tained missile units scattered 
through the defense area,” he 
stated.

They 
will also be sent back to the States 
as soon as trained replacements 
are available, unless they volunteer 
to remain overseas, 

Army officials emphasized that 
the suspension of the 18-month ZI 
tour between oversea assignments 
was a temporary measure based 
solely on meeting the current cri- 
sis situation. It will be restored as 
soon as the world situation per- 
mits, they said. 

The message makes clear also 
that the suspension applies only to 
those assigned to units and does 
not apply to those serving stabil- 
ized tours outside of TOE units.

HEN AN UNKNOWN chieftain in the dark ages 

asked for advice and help from one of his war- 
riors, military history saw the first functioning of the 
military staff. When primitive war parties became too 
large, one leader could not handle all the details of 
leading his-men to the attack. Increasing complexi- 
ties of fighting carried warfare beyond the direct cap- 
abilities of any one man, except for an Alexander, 
Frederick the Great, or a Napoleon, who had little 
need of counsel, but only expected their entourages to 
carry out their decisions. However, a good staff al- 
ways has the advantage of being more lasting than 
the genius of a single man. 


Brig. Gen. Hittle, U.S. Marine Corps (Ret.), has 
contributed greatly to military history by writing this 
book, the first on the historical development of mili- 
tary staffs. Hittle graphically illustrates that the true 
test of a military organization or a staff system is to 
supply a large army in the field over a long period of 
time. The soldiers of the Middle Ages had to learn 
these fundamentals over again. They progressed in the 
art of war by returning to the principles of Alexander 
and Caesar. From then on staff procedures evolved 
in the same manner as infantry and artillery tactics. 


The race in Europe in staff development was be- 
tween the French and the Germans, with each in turn 
being in the ascendent. The Germans early recognized 
the necessity of building an intellectual foundation to 
support the staff organization and always trained the 
military brain before the military body. The French 
gradually fell behind and knew their shortcomings aft- 
er the tragic Franco-Prussian War of 1871. In modern 
times, no major military force can successfully exist 
unless it possesses a capable staff system.

THE BRITISH were slow to realize the importance 
of a well trained staff and special schools for staff ed- 
ucation, but the bungling of the Crimean War and the 
Boer War forcefully demonstrated the British inade- 
quacies: The “Colonel Blimps” strongly asserted that 
knowledge of staff duties could only be acquired in 
the field. Frederick the Great said, “I have a com- 
missariat mule who has participated in every battle in 
the Seven Year’s War, but he is still a commissariat 
mule.” 


Spenser Wilkinson alerted the British to the ef- 
ficiency of the German General Staff and the fact that 
a nation without an efficient staff system could not ex- 
pect to gain success with her armed forces in mod- 
ern warfare, 


George Washington knew the value of a well 
trained staff and the work of Baron von Steuben as 
a staff officer is well known. However, early U.S. 
military intellect was sluggish. Even the tremendous 
amount of staff knowledge developed in the han- 
dling of the large Civil War armies was lost when 
the trained staff officers died or were retired. The 
necessity for special educational systems for train- 
ing staff officers was ignored in the United States 
at the time. 


The Spanish-American War revealed the gross in- 
efficiency of the U.S. Army staff work. As Gen. Drum 
wrote, “The situation may be better pictured by the 
statement of the then Commissary General to the ef- 
fect that his office was running perfectly until the 
war disrupted and disorganized it.” 

” + . 


A CIVILIAN led the U.S. Army out of its difficul- 
ties. Elihu Root became Secretary of War in 1899, de- 
termined to provide the Army with a nilitary staff 
capable of directing its war effort. Root iad first hand 
knowledge of the canned beef scandals, the sanitary 
investigations of Chickamauga, and the transportation 
inefficiencies of Tampa, all of which occurred during 
the war with Spain. Although opposed by many well- 
known generals, Root was able to establish staff schools 
and have Congress pass a lew establishing- a General 
Staff Corps. 


The American staff system as it has developed re- 
tains much of the original British staff nomenclature 
to which has been added the basic features of the 
French staff doctrine, all infused with certain German 
concepts. Two world wars have tested and proved the 
workability of the Americar system.

Art work in this excel- 
lent chronicle is by Joe Spier (Atheneum, $5.95).

The presence of a commissar or political officer 
on the Red Army staff is an added billet with which 
the Western nations do not have to contend. However, 
the most significant point of interest about the staff 
system of the USSR army is its resemblance to the old 
Imperial Army, showing that it was strong and _ in- 
grained enough to survive one of history’s most violent 
revolutions.

MILITARY STAFFS have their inherent weaknesses 
and dangers. The German General Staff by placing 
itself above civilian control led a militaristic nation to 
disaster. A closed staff corps eventually becomes a 
source of weakness by losing appreciation of the prob- 
lems of the troop commanders. 


And to all men in the field this quote is still good, 
“Headquarters was to me not an impressive exoveri- 
ence. A crowd of longfaced loafers always an odious 
sight, esnecially when they greet one in a’sort of con-’ 
descending manner, fancying themselves omniscient, 
apportioning blame freely, in some cases neither know- 
ing or understanding the circumstances.” 


A present problem in the United States is how to 
be militarily strong without being militaristic. One of 
the major attributes of being militarily strong is to 
have the military services working together for the 
common good of the country. It is quite evident. that 
the democratic process calls not only for civilian con- 
trol, but also for elected officials, the President, Vice 
President, and members of Congress, to sit in with 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff to decide and implement na- 
tional military problems as they arise. 


This National Strategic Staff is necessary to stop 
the impasses and waste caused by the present wran- 
gling and duplication among the services and also to 
combine all the aspects of modern war which a-e cer- 
tainly not confined alone to the military services.

A Superb Set 
By Big Tea

Classical Records 














ONSIDERING the staggering number of record albums 

produced by so many lesser musicians, a new Jack 
Teagarden LP has come to be an event. Jack Teagarden 
is one of the major jazz musicians, meaning jazz past 
and jazz now, but there is only a comparatively tiny hand- 
ful of Teagarden LPs. It would, of course, be a wonderful 
thing if some record company executive would decide to 
record album after album of Teagarden in the way that 
Norman Granz recorded album after album of the late 
Art Tatum. But as it is, I suppose we should be pleased 
that there is a new Teagarden record released every now 
and then. 


Other major jazz musicians have had many imitators—Charlie 
Parker must have thousands—but although Teagarden has influ- 
enced virtually every important younger trombonist the 56-year-old 
giant has not had to hear himself imitated over and over again. 
After all, you can’t imitate Jack Teagarden. A trombonist trying 
to imitate Teagarden’s trombone playing is something like a pianist 
trying to imitate Art Tatum’s piano playing. And any singer at- 
tempting to imitate Teagarden’s burry Texas Panhandle drawl 
would discover that imitating Maria Callas, even, might be easier. 

But for the event: the new Teagarden record (Mis’ry and the 
Blues, Verve 8416). 

There are 10 old songs here and eight of these have not been 
recorded by anyone in many years. It is believed that six of these 
have never been recorded by Teagarden and he has been making 
records since 1928. Two of the warmest songs on the album open 
and close the set, “Don’t Tell a Man About His Woman” and “Peace- 
ful Valley.” Both were written by Willard Robison. Big Tea de- 
veloped a great interest in Robison’s music when he worked with 
Robison’s Deep River Orchestra in Kansas City in 1924. Robison’s 
folk-flavored ballads have been compared to those of Stephen Fos- 
ter and there is good reason why, as anyone can tell by hearing 
even these two songs. One begins this way: 


“Don’t tell a man about his woman, 

*Cause he won’t pay you no mind; 

What one man sees in his woman, 

No other man’s supposed to find.”

ALSO INCLUDED is “It’s All in Your Mind,” which Teagarden 
collectors may remember for the Charlie La Vere Chicago Loopers 
version on the old Jump label (1950), and “Froggy Moore,” a King 
Oliver blues, featuring Don Ewell, one of the few pianists in jazz 
today keeping the two-handed stride style alive and kicking. 

“Afternoon in August” showcases the fat Butterfield-like trum- 
pet virtuosity of Don Goldie. And Goldie brings to mind Bunny 
Berigan while giving trumpet lessons on a song closely associated 
with Teagarden: “Basin Street Blues.” (Incidentally, Teagarden 
and another trombonist, Glenn Miller, wrote the lyrics to this old 
Spencer Williams song.) No one can estimate how many times 
Teagarden has sung this one, and the excellent liner notes by 
George Hoefer have it right, 1 think: “This version leaves Tea- 
garden’s proprietorship of “Basin Street Blues’ intact.”

ANOTHER familiar old jazz standard is here, “Dixieland One- 
Step,” along with “I Don’t Want to Miss Mississippi” (who remem- 
bers that one?), “Love Lies” and “Mis’ry and the Blues.” 

In addition to the solo work of Goldie, Ewell and Teagarden, 
there is skillful Goodmanesque clarinet by Henry Cuesta, a nephew 
of Ernie Caceres, one of the very best jazz clarinetists.

Of the Week 


“A slight demonstration” 
—Orders of Gen. Charles P. 
Stone. 


ON 21 OCTOBER 1861 Col. Ed- 

ward D. Baker, a former Con- 
gressman and a friend of Lincoln, 
was ordered by General Stone to 
make “a _ slight demonstration” 
against the Confederates across 
the Potomac River near Leesburg, 
Va. Baker and his men crossed 
at Ball’s Bluff and ran into a com- 
plete surprise, a much larger Con- 
federate force than they dreamed 
was nearby. 

Cornered on a steep bank of the 
river, Baker was killed and more 
than 200 men of his small com- 
mand were killed or wounded. 
Many were shot while swimming 
back to the Maryland shore. An- 
other 714 were captured. 

The blunder aroused anger in 


Washington. Soon Stone was re-| ington 


moved from his command and im- 


prisoned for eight months—with | us. 


no formal charges against him. 
After his release he fought in sev- 
eral engagements, but resigned in 
September 1864. Later he served 
the Khedive of Egypt as chief of 
staff until 1883. 

Returning to the United States 
he became chief engineer in the 
construction of the pedestal for 
the Statue of Liberty.

“That was a big hand,” South 
commented ruefully. “Too bad I 
had to go down.” And he cut the 
cards for the next hand without 
realizing that he had tossed the 
hand away. ‘ 

After winning the third round 
of hearts South should take the 
ace and king of clubs to see if the 
suit will break favorably. When 
clubs will drop the last missing 
comes clear that the queen of 
both opponents follow suit, it be- 
card in the suit. This leaves South 
in position to lead the five of 
clubs to dummy’s six whenever he 
wants to do 60. 

First, however, South should 
cash the ace of spades and lead 
the jack of spades for a finesse. 
East wins with the queen of 
spades and returns a diamond, but 
South no longer needs the finesse. 

Declarer steps up with the ace 
of diamonds, takes the queen of 
clubs (if he hasn’t already done 
so), and leads the five of clubs to 
dummy’s six. Now he can take the 
two good spades, for a total of 
nine tricks.

Rumors Way Off Base 


By STEVE TILLMAN 


WASHINGTON—As the 


Berlin situation shows signs 


of easing off, stories start coming out of the Pentagon that 
Defense may cut back on the Army’s budget for the next 
fiscal year. These stories have been taken as indicating a 
reduction in the mobilization of the National Guard and 
Army Reserve units. Nothing could be further from the 


truth. 

The mobilization and the in- 
crease in Army strength are means 
of ae our conventional war- 
fare strength. 
The threatening 
situation is not 
confined to Ber- 
lin but is global 
in nature. As a 
matter of fact, 
military plan- 
ners feel that

rather than Berlin. 

Thus the new unified com- 
mand of STRAC and TAC under 
Gen. Paul Adams. This outfit 
could be airborne within a mat- 
ter of hours for any overseas 
assignment. 

It would take the “ready to go” 
active Army divisions in this coun- 
try. Replacements would have to 
be either National Guard or Re- 
serve or a mixture of both. 

Air Force top circles are rather 
upset that major Defense atten- 
tion is now being devoted to a 
buildup of conventional warfare 
force. As put recently by Army 
Secretary Elvis Stahr, “there are 
some who seem to feel that the 
strengthening of our conventional 
might, concurrently with our nu- 
clear power, somehow weakens our 
nuclear deterrent.

merely put us in the position o! 
being whipsawed by the commu. 
nists, and possibly of being hit 
hardest when our defenses wer: 
weakest and the warning shortest.’ 





Within the next 90 days the re 
tired Reserve officers expect_ t 
hear whether the Supreme Couri 
will hear the petition that certain 
retired Reserve officers are en 
titled to 75 percent retired pay 
This contention is based on a pro. 
vision contained in the 1942 pay 
act that “any officer” with active 
duty either as an officer or en 
listed man before August 1918 is 
entitled to 75 percent retired pay. 

A “turndown” by the Supreme 
Court would end court actions. 
There has been some talk that if 
this be so, the committee would 
again seek new legislation from 
Congress to give them the 75 per- 
cent retired pay. Congressional 
sources say there is no chance at 
all that Congress would even con- 
sider proposed legislation of this 
nature. The previously introduced 
measure was known as the Spark- 
man-Huddleston bill. 

Plans are in the making by civil- 
ian commercial groups to try and 
knock out the PXs and commis- 
saries operated by the armed 
forces. The first effort will be 
directed at those in the Washing- 
ton area. An effort is to be made 
to have the Peritagon cut out giv- 
ing PX and commissary privileges 
to Reserve officers retired under 
Title III. Several] approaches will 
be tried to produce a situation 
that may be an entering wedge to 
reduction in the privileges for all 
retired personnel,

Slated for 250 Specialists 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala.—The first of 250 key Army military and civilian personnel sched- 
uled to receive intensive training in the new Pershing ballistic missile system have begun 
their courses of instruction, according to Col. Charles J. Payne, chief of the Army Ballistic 
Missile Agency Training Office. 


The Pershing new equipment 
training program is carried on at 
the Orlando, Fla., plant of the 
Pershing prime contractor, the 
Martin Company. 

Payne said 12 different specialty 
courses will be offered ‘the select 
group. ABMA is the Army’s tech- 
nical supervisor of the Pershing 
program now in advanced develop- 
ment 

The training program is under 
Payne’s direction, who said, “These 
new equipment training courses, 
ranging from six to 16 weeks, are 
designed to teach specialized char- 
acteristics of the Pershing system 
to Army military and civilian in- 
structors and supervisors already 
skilled in other missile systems.” 

Personnel selected to attend the 
courses represent a cross section 
of the Army elements which will 
have a part in the operation, main- 
tenance and support of the Persh- 
ing missile when it becomes op- 
erational.

AN INNOVATION in classroom 
design is being used at the Martin 
plant where a unique “glassroom,” 
a classroom with a glass paneled 
wall overlooking a special labora- 
tory . area, permits students to 
watch “over the shoulder” as other 
trainees in the laboratory practice 
tasks of assembling, disassembling, 
repairing and checking out the 
missile system. 

Other windowless teaching 
spaces are being utilized to study 
projected films, blueprints and 
schematic drawings.

FEDERAL EMPLOYE unions are 
getting ready to mount a drive for 
a pay raise from Congress next 
year. 


Leading the parade is William 
Doherty, president of the National 
Association of Letter Carriers, 
whose powerful postal union did 
much to get the 1960 pay raise 
passed over President Eisenhower’s 
veto. 

Getting a pay raise next year 
won’t be too easy. Pay was in- 
creased an average of 7% percent 
in 1960.

THE HEALTH, Education and 
Welfare Department reports that 
its experiment in gradual retire- 
ment is working well. Under this 
pilot program the government al- 
lows employes to taper off grad- 
ually over a three-year period be- 
fore reaching complete retirement. 

The program, about a year old, 
is voluntary. The employe can use 





one of two general methods—by 
reducing amount of daily time 
spent on the job or by taking pro- 
gressively less demanding assign- 
ments. 

HEW feels that it is benefiting es 
well as the employe by having aa 
experienced hand around while new 
people take over the retiree’s job. 

The employes are paid on a slid- 
ing scale, part coming from salary 
and part from their retirement. In 
no case is total income more than 
salary before retirement started. 

But HEW said the program only 
works on a selective basis and could 
not be applied to all jobs.

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More Reserve Integration Urged

W ASHINGTON—The federal government can do more to break racial discrimination 
practices in the military reserve components, including the Army and Air National Guard, 
than it is currently doing, the Civil Rights Commission charged this week. 


The commission, in a report to 
President Kennedy, had some un- 
kind words to say about the lack 
of § advancement opportunities 
available to Negroes in the active 
establishments, but aimed its big- 
gest blasts at the reserve forces. 


The commission urged the Presi- 
dent to issue an executive order 
providing for equality of treat- 
ment and opportunity, without 
segregation or other barriers, for 
all applicants for or members of 
the reserve components, includ- 
ing the Guard. 

The Defense Department says it 
does not know which, if any, 
Guard and reserve units are seg- 
regated. The Commission said 
units of the several states are 
segregated. It recommends that 
defense launch an immediate sur- 
vey to determine Negro member- 
ship in the armed forces, the re- 
serve, guard, and Defense-spon- 
sored student training programs, 
including data on branch of serv- 
ice, rank, type of job or assign- 
ment, years of service, and rates 
of pay. 

“Although the Negro, on the 
whole, has enjoyed greater op- 
portunities in the military than 
he has in civilian employment, 
complete equality of opportunity 
has not yet been achieved,” the 
commission said. 

The report noted that where 
Nezroes are admitted to units of 
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the armed forces without regard 
to race they often. find it diffi- 
cult to advance. “For, young men 
who are unskilled, or who have 
received an inferior education, 
as is still the case with many 
Negroes, find it as hard to ad- 
vance in the armed forces as in 
civilian life,” the report Observed. 
* > * 


BEFORE 1948, the vast majority 
of Negro servicemen were assiga- 
ed to segregated units with spe- 
cialized tasks. Acceptance of Ne- 
groes in the armed forces was 
limited by the number of men 
needed to man these units. To- 
day, the commission said, the num- 
ber employed in the military is 
apparently limited only by the 
number of Negroes qualified for 
service. 

The commission a_noted that Ne-| 








‘groes make up 2.8 percent of the} 
-Army Officer corps and 11.4 per- 


cent of its enlisted total. The per- 
centage of Negroes in the Army | 
has been declining steadily since 
1954 when Negroes made up 16.7 
percent of the Army’s total man- 
power. 

Because of the military’s rela- 
tively minor discriminatory prac- 
tices, the number of Negroes who 
are making the military a career 
is higher than in any other fed- 
eral agency. “Others (Negroes) 


have joined the military to acquire | 


skills which have enabled them 
to qualify for civilian jobs—par- 
ticularly those requiring  tech- 
nician skills—which would not 
otherwise have been opened to 
him,” the report continued.

unit.” The Defense Department re- 
ports that there is no known in- 
stance in which a student admit- 
ted to a participating educational 
institution has been denied ad- 
mission to the ROTC program be- 
cause of his race. “Obviously, 
where a segregated institution par- 


ticipates, the student personnel 
are all of one race,” the report 
said. 

The commission notes that 


there is a wide difference in the 
percentage of Negroes in the Reg- 
| ular Army (14.2) and in the Army 
Reserve (6.4 percent). The agency 
said it had too little information 
to allow it to reach any conclusion 








as to the cause of this difference, 
but one committee member spec- 
ulated that: 


“With their reviews, dances, 
picnics, as well as mliitary ex- 
ercises, reserve units often 
serve a clublike social purpose, 
and this is one reason why some 
whites, who would not welcome 
Negroes at their social func- 
tions, discourage Negro partici- 
pation in their reserve units.” 
The commission’s Mississippi 

State Advisory Committee report- 
ed that an “official” at the Jack- 
son Air Force Reserve unit stated 
the Negroes had been asked to get 
out; an Army Reserve “official” 
said no Negroes and whites are 
in the same Reserve unit in Mis- 
sissippi; and a Naval Reserve “of- 
ficial” indicated fear of pressure 
if it were known that his unit 
was integrated.

Offers Window Shopping at Home

4 he « ONLY armchair shopping guide to just about everything in the photographic line 
is now on the stands. The “1962 Popular Photography Directory & Buying Guide,” 
a $1 compendium of products and materials currently available, lists 5000 items ranging 


from simple shooting and 
darkroom aids right up 
through cameras, projectors, en- 
largere, etc. In Canada the price 
is $1.25. 

The handbook’s principal value 
for the consumer is its compre- 
hensiveness in covering the market 
and the convenience of a single 
176-page reference source that may 
be consulted all through the year. 
Many of the listings show small 
pictures of the product, giving 
principal details, including prices 
and the name of the manufacturer. 

Organized for quick and easy lo- 
cation of the desired information, 
the items are grouped by class, 
the still camera 
section of course 
occupying more 
space than any 
of the others, 
about 30 pages. 
Movie equip- 
ment is in sec- 
ond place with 
about 26 pages, 
and darkroom 
equipment and 
supplies in 
third place with 
about 20 pages. 

Other sections list projecting 
and viewing equipment, tape re- 
corders, camera accessories, and 
films and printing materials. Pola- 
roid has a special section, the activ- 
ity surrounding this unique camera 
having accumulated a host of ac- 
cessories. 

The directory annually provides 
an opportunity to examine the 
trends in camera preference as re- 
flected in the manufacturers’ of- 
ferings. It will come with no sur- 
prise that the 35mm class of 
cameras is way out in the lead, 
with the 35mm single-lens reflex 
group rapidly approaching the

35mm rangefinder total. The lat- 
ter now comes to 105, according 
to the directory listings; the re- 
flex total is a bouncing 63. 

The twin-lens reflex, far from 
disappearing from the market, as 
some have predicted, still is hold- 
ing a fairly strong position with 41 
models. Subminiatures have come 
up with 20 models, and the press- 
type cameras total 15. 

The phenomenal increase in 
8mm movie camera interest is in- 
dicated in the listings with 116 
camera models and 80 projectors 
offered. 

Browsing casually through the 
listings, it comes as a revelation to 
see nearly six pages devoted to ex- 
posure meters ranging widely in 
price and in styling, this in spite 
of the fact that more than 100 
cameras now have photoelectric 
meters built into the body, some 
of them coupled to shutter and 
lens aperture scale. 

Another stopper is the large ar- 
ray of underwater equipment, 
mostly housings and lighting de- 
vices. As to electronic flash units, 
one would expect that with the 
trend definitely in this direction 
(33 manufacturers offer a large 
variety of models), flashbulb units 
would be almost out of the picture. 
The directory lists about 100 of 
them, although most are designed 
for the amateur level. An impor- 
tant section consists of 17 pages of 
tables listing lenses and filters for 
still and movie cameras in all 
classes.

LL OF THE COLD WAR battles aren’t being fought by 
+% the diplomats. Mr. Khrushchev is making for tough go-

That isn’t the only complica- 
tion either — there are seeds of 
intramural strife in the conflict 
of policies and opinion. 

Recently we had a good example 
of what heating up the cold war 
can do to the best laid plans of the 
planners — specifically the budge 
teers: closing of four bases in 
Britain had to be postponed be- 
cause of the Berlin crisis.

It is an axiom of war that money 
is expendable, along with bullets 
and shirttails. There aren’t any 
rules for a cold war, but costs are 
bound to rise with the tempera: 
ture. Nevertheless, the Secretary 
of Defense has let it be known 
that he is going to pinch the 
pennies harder than ever and 
stretch the dollars farther than 
they’ve ever been stretched be- 
fore. 

One optimistic Pentagon official 
has been quoted as saying that 
more efficient buying and produc- 
ing, even in the face of the tre. 
mendous build-up in expenditures, 
will produce a saving of a hundred 
million dollars in the next fiscal 
year. 

But those surplus installations 
are an obstacle to this hope. The 
current build-up, it is explained. 
increases the necessity of getting 
rid of them and doing it quickly 
so that the men and surplus sup- 
plies involved can be shifted to 
high-priority missions. Defense 
has a list of more than six thou- 
sand sites here and abroad which 
may be eliminated or reduced in 
size. Supply depots will feel the 
axe the hardest.

tion contracts, revising buying 
regulations, and offering special 
incentives for cutting costs and 
improving quality. The Defense 
Supply Agency, created to cen- 
tralize purchasing, will take over 
more- and more items including 
diverse commodities from cloth- 
ing and food to transportation 
management and aviation parts. 
Of course cutting costs in a cold 
war meets the same kind of op- 
position at home that it does in 
wartime. For instance, Congress 
recently voted more money than 


requested for things which the 
Pentagon said it didn’t want or 
need. There is, of course, opposi- 
tion to budget-cutting within the 
Administration, which will be 
heard from when sacred cows are 
sent off to pasture, and the same 
public which screams at the pros- 
pect of a tax increase will raise 


angry shouts if it thinks its secur- 


ity is being jeopardized. 

Nevertheless, the specter of 
inflation still haunts the eco- 
nomic picture. Recently Ameri- 
ca was severcly criticized by 
certain nations which in the 
past have often received free 
advice from the U. S. about how 
they should manage their 
money. The shoe was jammed 
on the other foot with a venge- 
ance, and we were told that 
we’d better watch our dollars 
more carefully. At the same 
time the Administration pro- 
claims its intention of using 
pressure to stop another wage- 
price spiral before it starts, be- 
ginning with the steel industry 
and extending its efforts to other 
groups, 

“The administration will speak 
with equal clarity,” said Secre- 
tary of Labor Arthur J. Goldberg, 
“in the wage area as well as in the 
price area.” 

But Mr. Khrushchev is in an 
area of his own, and the Pentagon 
will have a tough row to hoe to 
save that hundred million.

Ingredients: 1. five-pound ready- 
to-cook chicken; 1 three-ounce can 
mushrooms; 1 cup ripe olives; 6 
cups medium-wide noodles (%4 
pound); % cup minced onions; 
4, cup minced .green peppers; 1 
can condensed cream of mushroom 
soup, undiluted; 142 cups grated 
process sharp cheese (4 pound);

Half cover chicken with boiling 
water.

Re- 
move from broth, cool and cut 
off meat in big pieces. Chill chick- 
en and broth if you wish to freeze 
meat separately.

On Antiquing 


For the Times Exchange reader 
who requested information on an 
tiques; we, too, were “bitten by | 
the antique bug” during our recent | 
tour in D.C., and it is surprising | 
how much knowledge one can ab-| 
sorb if really intent. 

First, get some good books per- 
taining to the type of antiques in 
which you have an interest. 

Second, when purchasing an item | 
you may be the least bit in doubt 
about its authenticity, request a 
statement from the proprietor of | 
the shop. Be sure to have him| 
verify whether the particular item 
is all original (legs, brasses, tops, 
etc.), and if not, what has been 
added. Beware of shop keepers 
who are unwilling to give such a 
statement. 


Many woods are “doctored” so 
that even pine can be made to re- 
semble cherry, walnut and maple. 
Make sure your statement carries 
the name of the wood and also a 
money-back guarantee if the piece 
is proven to be other than repre- 
sented, 

Third, look for good, solid, dove- 
tailed pieces. Don’t buy junk just 
because it is nearly a century old. 
Antiques can be fine investments 
and if you eventually want to sell 
a piece you will always be able to 
get back your investment in a good 
piece. 

Fourth, antiquing can be lots of 
fun. If you become familiar with

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Shillito’s of Cincinnati —‘They Stock What People Want’ 


131 Years 


Of Service 


By RUTH CHANDLER 

CINCINNATI — Bounding 
with 22-year-old enthusiasm, 
John Shillito placed a couple 
of bolts of gingham and 
calico on the plain wooden 
counter of his new store in March 
1830 and began a business which 
has figured prominently in the life 
of Cincinnati ever since. 


Today Shillito’s is noted for hay- 
ing the largest selection of mer- 
chandise in southern Ohio. Store 
officials say proudly, “We are also 
noted for having in stock what 

eople want, We do not want to 

ave the largest selection of the 
most expensive merchandise, or 
the largest selection of the cheap- 
est merchandise. We want to have 
the largest selection of the price 
lines and of the kinds of merchan- 
dise that most people want most 
of the time ... at the right time. 

“We train our people not to pre- 
judge merchandise based on their 
likes or dislikes, or on whether 
their plans will result in beating 
last year’s figures or on the rumors 
of the market place. 

“We train them to test merchan- 
dise as soon as possible, and from 
successful tests to take unusually 
aggressive action to line up their 
stock behind those trends.” 

* . ” 


A BOY, about 7 or 8 years old, 
walked into the Youth Shop one 
day with his mother. While he 
was trying on clothes, an alert de- 
partment manager noticed he was 
wearing his ski pajamas under his 
blue jeans. 

The youth was asked why. “Be- 
cause I’m cold,” was the answer. 
From this observation, Shillito’s 
originated lined blue jeans, the 
first in the country. 

The first. store grew rapidly and 
within two years John Shillito 
moved to the west side of Main 
Street, between Fourth and Fifth 
Streets, where the accommodations 
were better suited to the needs of 
the flourishing business. 

At this time, Cincinnati boast- 

ed of a population of 28,000. 

It is evident a large percentage 

of the residents beat a path to 

Shillito’s doors, for records show 

the services of four clerks were 

required. 

In 1837, amid the echoing of the 
shipwright’s hammer and the 
clanging of the riverboat’s bell 
from the busy public landing, the 
business moved once again. 

The new store, built on the north 
side of Fourth Street, between 
Main and Sycamore, was consid- 
ered the most modern and spacious 
store west of the Allegheny Moun- 
tains. It was the first to make use 
of the newest advancement in light. 
ing—in December 1842 candlelight 
yielded to the gas lamps through- 
out the store. 

“ . * 

THE GROWTH of John Shillito’s 
store was tied in with the Miami 
and Erie Canal which was started 
in 1825 and completed in the 1840s. 
It provided a direct all-water route 
from Cincinnati to Lake Erie. 

For several decades the canal 
provided the cheapest possible 
transportation and played a con- 
spicuous part in the development 
of the city. 

Entering Cincinnati down the 
Mill Creek Valley, the canal’s 
course beat slightly eastward as it 
entered the Basin, ribboned the 

middle of Plum Street southward 
to Eleventh, then turned eastward 
where it became-known as “The 
Rhine,” and finally swerved down 
Deer Creek to the Ohio River. 


SHILLITO’S is southern Ohio's 


issued in 1955, describes “Over 
The Rhine” as clustered with 
well-painted brick houses of the 
city’s German settiers. 
“Their neat houses abutting di- 
rectly on the swept sidewalks, the 
whitewashed front steps, the potted 
plants in the windows, the tiny 
garden plots in the yards, the 
housefrauen knitting on the side- 
walk in the shade . . . gave the 
region an old world atmosphere.” 
It was also during this period 
in Cincinnati’s history that ex- 
President John Quincy Adams 
traveled by train, canal boat and 
stagecoach from his home in 
Boston to the city to deliver the 
dedication address and lay the 
cornerstone of the Cincinnati 
Observatory.

He called it “The Lighthouse of 
the Skies.” It housed not only the 
second largest telescope in the 
world but also the first astronom- 
ical observatory in the country. 
The site of the observatory is 
known as Mt. Adams. 

As the city grew, Shillito’s was 
forced to expand again. This time 
it was to Fourth Street between 
Vine and Race Streets. Moving 
day in 1857 was accompanied by 
the din of the river banks, the 
squeal of pigs and the shrill of 
locomotive whistles. The city be- 
came known as Porkopolis, because 
it was the nation’s largest meat 
packing center. 

The store spent 21 years in its 
new location. During this period, 
the founder’s sons, Wallace, Gor-

The next move was to a site at 
Race, Seventh and George Streets.

The site was 
in a residential section “uptown.” 
The move proved to be a wise one 
for the business section of the city 
moved northward, and John Shil- 
lito’s decision was a major factor 
in establishing Cincinnati’s lead- 
ing retail shopping district in its 
present Race Street base.

THE NEW STORE was about 
five times larger than the former 
store. It became a_ Cincinnati 
landmark with its open well, 60 
feet in diameter and 125 feet high, 
capped with a great glass dome. 

Five steam-operated elevators 
made the six stories above ground 
and two stories below easily ac- 
cessible: Approximately 1000 per- 
sons served the public. August 1 
this year the figure stood at 2747 
employes. 

Shillito’s delivery wagons, drawn 
by large Palomino horses, espe- 
cially picked for their color and 
size, delivered packages to Cincin- 
nati residents, Electricity and the 


sions to department stores. Goods 
could be ordered from Europe by 
cable and rushed by steamer and 
train to waiting customers in less 
time than it took to bring mer- 
chandise from Pittsburgh to Cin- 
cinnati in those days. 
Today the store maintaing fast 
service to its customers no matter 
where they live. 
The maximum time lapse from 
when an order is received in the 
store until it is in the hands of the 





effort is made to fill orders the 
day they are received. 

The store has never had to cope 
with the problem of receiving an 
order written in a foreign lan- 
guage, but officials estimate proc- 
essing of the order would take two 
extra days while they took it to 
the language department of the 
University of Cincinnati for trans- 
lation. 

As a special service to cus- 
tomers abroad, the store keeps 
a file of names of persons who 
might be interested in special 
offers, such as a sale of chil- 
dren’s items. These customers 
are also mailed advertising stuf- 
fers. Packages shipped outside 
of the United States receive spe- 
cialized wrapping and corruga- 
tion to insure safe delivery. 
When a letter from overseas ar- 

rives with a specific request ex- 
plaining a customer’s needs, a per- 
sonal shopper will go through the 
store to obtain the correct item 
and make sure it is .delivered 
promptly. If there is matching 
required, as shoes and bag, the 
purchases are sent in one package. 
Ninety-five per cent of the cus- 
tomers overseas have charge ac- 
counts, but they are not required. 
The remaining five per cent en- 
close a check or money order with 
their request for merchandise. The 
store has 195,000 active charge 


accounts.

Shillito’s is a complete department 
store which handles everything 
but musical instruments, and the 
possibility of selling these is now 
being considered. 


In addition to selling merchan- 
dise the store has many services 
to offer its customers. It has a 
complete staff of home decorating 
specialists who are experts in their 
field. Advice on home decorating 
problems is given without charge. 
Military families desiring advice 
on home decorating problems may 
write to the Interior Decorating 
Department, Shillito’s Cincinnati 
2, Ohio. 

The Bride’s Gift Registry keeps 
a listing of the bride’s preferences, 
from crystal to candelabra and 
from soap to silver spoons.

The store has not only survived 
community disasters but also 
store depresssions. 

Business reached a low ebb in 
June 1920 when the store’s growth 
came to a sudden halt. When 
prices on all fabrics fell sharply, 
Shillito’s did not keep pace. In the 
following years the store dropped 
from first place in volume of sales 
to fourth among Cincinnati retail- 
ers.

THE F. & R. LAZARUS CO. of 
Columbus, Ohio purchased the con- 
trolling interest in the John Shil- 
lito Company in June 1928. The 
Lazarus brothers—Fred, jr., Simon, 
Robert and Jeffrey — had close 
ties with Cincinnati and many 
friendships there. Their mother 
was born in Cincinnati and loved 
it. Fred Lazarus, jr. was president 
of Shillito’s from 1928 to 1947 and 
Jeffrey was general merchandise 
manager, secretary, treasurer and 
vice president during the same 


period. 

Simon and Robert did not take 
an active part in the management, 
as they headed the Lazarus store 
in Columbus. 

In November 1947 Jeffrey was 
appointed president and served in 
that post until May 1960 when he 
was chairman of the board. Fred 
Lazarus, jr. has been president 
ef Federated Department Stores, 





Inc. since 1945.

At the helm today is Fred Laz- 
arus III, who had been executive 
vice president since 1961. He was 
named president in May 1960 

Under the Lazarus brothers, 
the store ferged ahead, and it 
teok only seven years fer Shil- 
lito’s to ence again become the 
leading store in Cincinnati. 

In 1937 the store completed a 
$4 million modernization and build- 
ing program, doubling the area of 
the store. A 300-car garage was 
completed, first garage ever built 
by a department store. 

In 1946 a new garage was con- 


structed at the northwest corner 
of Seventh and Elm Streets, the 
largest garage of its type in the

Briefly, each number contains, 
in banker’s language, the transit 
number, check routing symbol and 
the drawer’s account number. The

The result is the 
checks get back to the U.S. Treas- 
ury for payment faster and it saves 
banks along the way a lot of 
check-sorting. 

Government checks will still 
have holes in them too. These 
holes are a different machine's 
language. They spell out the serial 
and disbursing office symbol num- 
ber and the amount of the checks. 

The holes, more or less, are to 
help the Treasury keep its accounts 
straight after the check is returned 
to it.

Despite a 
dearth of real knowledge as to the 
activities of these gunners we can 
patch together some account: of 
their doings. 

Pertinent to the saga is the fact 
that time was thought not suffi- 
cient to permit 
establishment of 
an Army - wide 
sniper’s school, 
The _ training 
was left up to 
the unit com- 
manders. They 
were too busy 
with the major 
problems to give 
much time to * 
the compara- ~ rg 
tively trivial ASKINS 
ones. Training snipers was looked 
on as decidedly small potatoes. 
When it was discovered the T/O 
included the sniper he was oftimes 
selected like tolling off a detail 
to dig latrines. Or named like the 
little guy in the squad who always 
seemed to manage to be named 
the BAR man. Selection was not 
based on shooting tryouts, pre- 
vious long range big-bore shooting 
skill, or any thing which might 
resemble sound basis. 

There was no sniper’s manual, 
neither were there people whe 
had ever served as snipers. The 
rifle was not a specially selected 
piece. Indeed it was so sketchy 
on the score of accuracy as to be 
a sort of ridiculous choice. The 
scope sight was for hunters, was 
too flimsy to stand the racket, 
pretty soon filled with moisture, 
was slow and laborious to adjust 
and possessed a reticule which was 
hard to see under many conditions 
of light. 

As indication of the lack of 
know-how, some commanders 
thought the rifle and scope combo 
was all sighted in as it came from 
the arsenal and sternly admon- 
ished their brand new snipers not 
to tinker with it! Others simply 
issued the weapon-scope unit and 
thereafter forgot all about it. Not 
a few curious new owners took the 
scope to pieces to see what made 
it click. Needless to say their 
sharpshooters subsequently  ac- 
counted for mighty few of the 
enemy.

UNDER THE CONCEPT of nu- 
clear war our fighting units will 
be small, widely scattered and self- 
reliant.

Today we have no snipers; in- 
deed, there ig little talk that these 
agents of mayhem are even under 
consideration, The sniper in the 
future war, just as all those of the 
past, will earn his salt if given 
opportunity. Happily, if the pen- 
dulum swings to a favorable con- 
sideration of these killer-riflemen 
we have a sniper’s school made to 
order and awaiting them. 
This is the Army Advanced 
Marksmanship Unit, Fort Ben- 
ning. Here reposes all the skills, 
all the knowledge and all the ma- 
terials needed to shape up the 
most effective school on sniping 
ever put together by any army.

THROUGH AN intensive concen- 
tration on the mechanics of marks- 
manship, the AMU over this past 
half-decade has learned more 
about shooting than has ever been 
known before. It has learned not 
only how to plunk more shots into 
the bullseye but also has devel- 
oped the art of range estimation, 
sight-setting, wind-doping and the 
selection of the very best weapons 
and the most improved cartridges.

SCHOOLING LOST 


Q. I entered the Army 14 Oct. 
1953 and was placed in the Ready 
Reserve 13 Oct. 1955. I haven’t 
received a discharge as yet. How 
does this affect my GI schooling 
rights? The law says a person has 
to apply within three years after 
discharge or release. 


A. The GI Bill says that a vet- 
eran must actually be in training 
three years after discharge or re- 
lease from active duty. As you 
were released from active duty 
and placed in the Ready Reserve 
18 Oct. 1955, your deadline for ap- 
plying was 13 Oct. 1958. There- 
fore, you have lost your Korea GI 
Bill education entitlement.

RETIREMENT CORRECTION 


Q. Your answer in the 16 Sep- 
tember column under the caption 
“Retirement Grades,” I believe is 
in error. You informed the ser- 
geant that he could only retire as 
a CWO after a total of 30 years’ 
service. Two former CWOs I know 
were riffed in’ the last four years. 
Neither had five years’ service as 
a WO on active duty. Both were 
serving in grade of sergeant (E-5) 
when they completed 20 years’ 
federal service. Both were retired 
this past spring in the grade of 
CWO-2. Will you check this out? 
A. You’re correct. Para. 6b, AR 
635-10, dated 8 Aug. 1960, states: 
The only requirement for a Re- 
serve warrant officer to retire un- 
der the provisions of the law cited 
in this paragraph is that he has 
USAR status at time of retirement. 
It is not necessary for him to have 
served or to be serving on active 
duty in his warrant officer status 
at the time of his retirement.”

A. Effective 7 July 1961, the 
alternative down payments are 
3 percent of the first $15,000 of 
appraised value of the home, 10 
percent of the appraised value be- 
tween $15,000 and $20,000, and 23 
percent of the value above $20,000.
